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Charismatics In SBC

Beach, messengers refused to con- 
demn or condone charismatics, 
passing a watered down resolu- 
tion which merely reaffirmed the 
SBC’s 1963 statement on the Holy 
Spirit in the Baptist Faith and 
Message statement. 

Defining what is meant by 
charismatic is difficult. The sur- 
vey found that a charismatic is 
one © identifies himself as 
charismatic. Most often, the per- 
son claims a specific religious ex- 
perience, apart from conversion, 
which is known as the Baptism of- 
the Holy Spirit. 

Generally, the experience is ac- 
companied by speaking in tongues 
and a belief that all the gifts of 
the Holy Spirit are operable to- 
day, including miraculous healing. 


But there's disagreement even 
among charismatics themselves 
on many points of belief. Speak- 
ing in tongues is the most contro- 
versial element of the movement. 
Many charismatics say the 
tongues experience ig incidental to 
the movement; others say it is 
the heart of it. 

The tongues experience seems 
to be the crux. Lyle Schaller, a 
church planning authority, be- 
lieves ‘‘tongues is the divisive is- 
sue, not the charismatic move- 
ment itself.” 

Both charismatics and non- 
charismatics cite proof texts to 
prove their points. Often, each 
side will cite a different part of 
the same scripture verse to prove 
their case. 

Southern Baptist charismatics 
have no uniform theology regard- 
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ing the Holy Spirit and His gifts. 
One SBC agency staffer, himself 
a charismatic, says tongues evi- 
dences the Baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. A charismatic pagtor, 
Julian Brandon of West Monroe, 
La., says, “You don’t have to 
speak in tongues to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit.” 

The Home Mission Board, as a 
convention agency, has guide- 
lines relating to the tongues issue, 
but they have never become ‘‘offi- 
eial pdlicy.”’ 

The committee which wrote the 
guidelines felt charismatic ‘‘em- 
phases magnify and distort that 
which is incidental in the New 
Testament’’ but said it “felt jes- 
sons can be learned from this 
movement” and urged “every ef- 
fort be made to maintain a lov- 
ing fellowship’ with charismatics. 

Not all reaction is so concilia- 
tory. W. A. Criswell, pastor of 
First Baptist Church, Dallas, says 
speaking in tongues is “senseless 
insane and idiotic.”” He referred to 
the movement as an “aberration 
and a heresy” and declared, 
“They think they can fool me into 
thinking that gibberish is lan- 
guage. If that is the Christian 
faith, then I am not a Christian. 
Exclamation point.’’

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Prisoners BibleCrusade 
Reaches Into 23 States

There is a side road that turns 
off to he left of the old Kiln high- 
way. The road twists and turns, 
finally coming to a lonely inter- 
section, its silence only occasion- 
ally broken by the sound of a 
passing car. If you turn off to 
the right, the road will lead 


I can tell when the Lord's deal- 
ing with me,” he says. 


When he had run as far as he 
could, Lee surrendered to God's 
call. It was about ten o'clock on 
an April morning that Lee made 
his decision doww in his field. 
Lee's wife was surprised when 
he came in and told her he was 
starting a prison Bible ministry. 

Together, they started out on 
their first ‘‘missionary journey” 
the following week, traveling to 
eastern Florida with a load of one 
hundred Bibles. Since that humble 
beginning, they have shipped over 
24,687 Bibles. 

Soon after starting out, it e- 
came evident that the cost was 
too great to continue traveling. So 
returning home, they opened an 
office in a back room, starting 
out with a donated typewriter 
and buying a copying machine. 
They now operate out of a new 
combination warehouse - office 
building that Lee built almost sin- 
gle handedly. 

Prisoners Bible Crusade for 
Christ isa bona fide non - profit 
corporation, chartered by the 
state of Mississippi. Lee is the 
chairman of the board of direc- 
tors and the only layman on the 
board. The rest is made up of 
four ordained ministers: Rev.

Suddenly, 
one of the men grabbed up a bun- 
die of New Testaments, holding 
them close to his heart: Looking 
up to heaven, he breathed a pray- 
er, “I thank you Lord, for hear- 
ing our prayers.’” 

Standing over against the wall, 
Lee watched the scene with great 
emotion. 

“IT had about all I could take. 
My heart was getting full,” says 
Lee. “They're looking for some 
hope, and now they’ve got 
hope.”’ 

Then one of the inmates ex - 
plained, “Brother Lee, we had 
@ prayer service here last week 
that the Lord would provide for 
some Bibles. And _ look here. 
Here's our prayers answered.” 

From that time forward, Lee ne- 
ver doubted his call, and true to
